FOR. KOWLOON.

AIM ‘TO INTRODUCE FLAT 
RATE CHARGES. 


Motor Bus Companies operating 
In Kowloon, are considering a 
change in their seale of charges, 
which, subject to the consent of the 
Government, will come into opera- 
tion from July 1. 

The companies have made tp- 
pliention to the Gavernment for 2 
revision of the existing scale of 
fares for their vehicles operating 
on the Peninsula, asking. for flat 
rate charges on all of. the routes 
und the aolition of the stare 
fares. : 

The new charges, if put into ef- 
fect, will be 16.cents first class’ to 
any distance, and 10 cents second 
clase. a 

“The idea of the companies fs to 
make the fares a simpler method of 
transaction, and also as an ene 
deayour to meet the largely in- 
creased overhead costs suffered by 
all the three companics, due to the 
low value of the dollar, The need 
for auch o revision in fares was a 
direct cause of the dollar depres- 
sion, the companies pointed out. 
Petrol, tyres, of), repairs, atees- 
xories, and even the buses them- 
xelves had to be paid for in gold, 
and were now costing twice as much 
as when the dollar stood at a 2s. 
value. This entailed an enormous 
inerease in all overhead expenses, 
and it was anticipated that under 
the new seale of charges, this in- 
ereave would be met. 

Passengers Benefit. 

The immense vilue of such a 
changes to long distance passengers 
was obvious, They would be ible 
to travel from the bus terminus at 
the Star Ferry te any part of the 
peninsula, where the buses had 
their routes, for a tlat rate of 16 
vents, first el and 10 cents, 
second class, class passen- 
Kera to K and other places 
beyond Kowloon City. would suve 
5b te 10 cents on cach journey 

The short di 
would not, of course, red 
benefit, but belief expressed 
that travellera yvenerally would 
find the flat rate more simple and 
beneficial. 

“The change, if it receives the ap- 
proval of Government, will bring 
the peninsula bus services. owned 
by the Kewloon Bas Company. the 
China Motor Bua Company, and 
the Kai Tak Bus Company. into 
line with rates charged by the 
Hongkong Hotel Bus Contpany and 
the Hongkong Tramway’ Company 
on their vehicles in Hongkong. The 
only diTerence will be the retention 
by the Kowloon companies of the 
second elass fares.+ 7

BRITISH AIRSHIP . 
POLICY. 


There will be general agreement 
that the British Government has 
taken a wis decision by adopting 
a policy of featina lente in regard 
to airship policy. The tragic hap- 
pening in October ast, when the 
R101 vame to grief, was bound to 
have a decided effect on the future 
programme; by deciding to build 
no further airships at least for 
three or four years, and, in the 
meantime, to utilise the R.100 for 
purely experimental purposes, the 
Government has found an eminent- 
ly satisfactory way out af the 
ditticulties of the situation, It is 
not to be implied, of course, that 
Britain has ‘finished with airship 
censtruction for good ane all. 
The position is that no undue risks 
ara to be taken, whilst at the same 
time experts will concentrate on 
unsolyed = .problema. By this 
method, we shall be able to keep 
abreast of developments, and then, 
a reasonable measure of 
safety is assured, start afresh with 
the new data to 
whose hands the direction af our 
airship policy will lie.

Mellon, has not transpired, . but 
London opinion is hardening that 
despite the coldness of its recep- 
tion in France, the scheme mny 
yet become a rope to awimmers in 
the whirlpool of international 
trade depression, 

Mr, Norman’s return brings 
him home in time to meet other 
chiet bankers whe assemble at 

lin May at the first unniver- 
aury of the Bank fer International 
Settlement, 

At this mecting results of in- 
quiries which have been going on 
in each country since the scheme 
was Jast discussed will be avail- 
able, German. financial author|- 
ties are preasing hard for im- 
mediate netion. ‘They point lo 
the fact that first-class German 
bonds can now be purchased to 
yield B per cent, while in Poland 
nnd the Balkan states even higher 
interest rates are being: paid. 

Dr. Hjalmar Sehacht, former 
president of the Reichsbank, and 
his successor, Dr. Hans Luther, 
have both been declaring that 
only through — concerted world 
credit, rationalization can Ger- 
many be enabled to continue re- 
parations payments. : 


Auatralin, Argentina, Brazil, 
and other great producers of raw 
materials are scarcely less pushed 
for funds with which to meet 
liabilities and prevent activities 
producing wealth from beings in- 
definitely slowed down.

* Towering high over the capital, 
isa great religious centre con- 
structed on Mount St. Alban. in 
the heart of a 67-nere tract. It is 
the National Cathedral, also 
known as Washington Cathedral, 
but formally dedicated the Cathe- 
dral of St. Peter and St, Paul. 


The cathedral and associated 
institutions eventually will present 
the.most comprehensive religious 
plant of Europe or America. The 
cathedral itself will cost about 
$10,000,000 but the full expense of 
construction and endowment .of

George Washington, when — pre- 
sident, dreamed of a national 
church for the free workship of 
God, n cathedral in keeping with 
the dignity and beauty of the 
nation’s capital. :

“national cathedral.” 


In 1893, Congress yranted a 
charter to’the Protestant Episco- 
pal Cathedral Foundation “for 
the promotion of religion, educa- 
tion and charity.” 

In 1898, President McKinley 
spoke ont.the dedication of the 
Peace Cross which marked the 
consecration of the cathedral site, 

In 1907, the foundation stone of 
the cuthedral was laid tind great 
progress hag since been made, 
but the cathedral is far from 
finished.
